Receiving an income from 
stamp sales of $25,510.87 during 
1935, the Upland postoffice will 
today close its biggest year in 
history. Income to the local of 
fice ig 4.1 per cent higher than 
for 1934. The previous high to- 
tal was in 1930 when the total 
income was $24,777.94. 

As pointed out .by Postmaster 
Orton P. Brady the local postal 
figures indicate that 1935 has 
seen more activity and more busi- 
ness of one kind or another than 
any other year—even more than

NEED OF BALANCE 


STRESSED BY HL 


|Former Chaffey Head Gives 


Interesting Address Before 
Upland Rotary Club 


Merton E. Hill, former head of 
Chaffey junior college and high 
school, one of the charter members 
of the Upland Rotary club and 
now an honorary member, gave 
one of his interestingly inspira- 
tional and instructive talks at the 
meeting of the club today noon at 
the Upland Inn. Frank Nichols, 
club program chairman, paid a 
fine tribute to Mr. Hill in  pre- 
senting him as the speaker by not- 
ing the fine influence Mr. Hill has 
had on his life and the lives of 
hundreds of other Chaffey  stu- 
dents. Mr. Hill, who was instru- 
mental in placing Chaffey junior 
college in a most enviable position 
among like institutions of the 
country, also paid high tribute to 
the people of this district by stat- 
ing that such an institution would 
not be possible without a high 
grade of residents such as make 
up the community. 

The value of proper balance was 
stressed by Mr. Hill in his address 
—a proper balance in religion, eco- 
nomics, politics, etc. Somewhere 
between extreme conservatism and 


radicalism this balance is to be 
found. There was never a time 
when men needed more to keep 
political balance than now, he 
stated, and proceeded to demon- 


strate how the lack of proper bal- 
ance impoverishes people. 

Mr. Hill pointed out as one of 
the causes of our criminal record 
the fact that too many of the 
criminal type have been admitted 
to the United States from other 
countries—no persons with crim- 
inal records should be permitted to 
come. In his concluding remarks 
the speaker pointed out how the 
application of the Rotary code of 
ethics would produce the proper 
balance in the lives of all. 

Upland Rotarians are always 
glad to welcome Merton Hill to 
their meetings and to listen to 
his excellent and common sense 
talks.

The September forest fire clear- 
ed the mountainsides of brush and 
the rain water had an easy path 
in rushing torrent-like down the 
canyons. Along Mountain avenue 
there are no protective basins and 
the rock and muck nearly blocked 
the avenue at what is known as 
the Butterfly Art shop. Members 
of a CCC camp cleared the avenue 
yesterday. 

Frankish canyon received a huge 
amount of water in the rain but 
the debris basin at the mouth of 
the canyon caught most of the 
rock and silt-like soil. As the rain 
continued, however, the basin be- 
came filled and the overflow of 
water spread the slush along 
Twenty-fourth street. 

In general, however, the rainfall 
was welcomed by all growers. The 
rain started Sunday morning and 
continued until early in the after- 
noon. Irrigation in general was 
discontinued with the arrival of 
the first rain in several months 

Officials of the San Bernardino 
national forest centered their at- 
tention yesterday on the debris 
basin work. More than 25 men 
from the Alta Loma CCC camp 
are at work, with a steam shovel 
and other equipment being used. 
The Frankish canyon debris basin
